GEN.SHAFTER'S TRANSPORTS ARE 


SAID TO BE AT HAND. 


Washington, June 18— Special—It was said this morn- 


ing that the administration has decided to seize some well lo- 
cated point on ihe north coast of Cuba, and thus enable the 
establishment of a base of supplies for the starving Cubans. 
This action would seem to cause the delay of the main in- 
vasion of the island until next fall. 
The step is the result of 


the decision that unless relief is furnished to the reconcen- 
tradoes at once, there will not.be many left to aid as it is be- 
lieved that the blockade has greatly intensified the sufferings 
•among them, and largely increased the deathjjlist. 


Advices from Mole St. Nicholas this morning say that 


it is reported at that place that Gen. Shatter's fleet of trans- 
ports is within a few hours sail of Guantanamo bay where 
the marines are now stationed. 
A few thousand men will 


probably be landed at Caimanaree to reinforce the marines 
and complete capture of Guantanamo. 


Can They Use Ganal? 


Washington, June 18—Special—The fact that the Cadiz 


fleet has entered the Mediterranean and is eastward bound 
indicates that Spain has received assurance that its passage 
through the Suez canal will not be impeded. This is some- 
thing of a puzzle to officials here. 
As is well known Eng- 


land holds a controlling interest in the canal, which is sup- 
posedly for the use of all nations during times of peace. 
It 


had been supposed that it would be closed to war vessels ex- 
cept in peaceful time. 
If it is to be used by Spain, however, 


it will give that country a great advantage over the United 
States in operations in eastern waters, and especially in the 
Philippine group. It is not believed that England would favor 
Spain in this manner unless there was some stipulation in the 
ownership of the Suez canal that estops the government from 
interference. 
The present aspect of the matter is somewha 


puzzling.

If 
any harm comes to the prisoners, the journal says, Pando 
and Cervera will be hanged by the Americans.
